CLEVKLAND, 0., June 29.—The mem- 
bers of the committee appointed by 
the St. Louis convention to notify ez- 
Governor MoKinley of his nomination 
for the presidency, assembled at the 
Hollenden hotel this morning at 9:30 
o'clock. 
After being photographed in 
a group in front of the Hollenden, the 
committee, headed by Senator Thurs- 
ton and Hon. M. A. Hanna, marched 
to the Valley railroad and Terminal 
Company's station, where a special 
train was boarded for Canton. 
The 
train pulled out of the station a few 
minutes after 10 o'clok. 
A number of 
prominent 
republicans 
accompanied 
the committee on the trip, making the 
total number of persons on the train 
about one hundred. 
The train is 
due at Canton about 12 o'clock. 


Senator Thurston, tbe chairman of 
the committee, stated that the commit- 
tee would go direct from the train at 
Canton to Governor McKinley's resi- 
dence, 
Following the. address by Sen- 
ator Thurston and a reeponse by Gov- 
ernor McKinley, Henry L. Smith, of 
Michigan, will present to the governor 
gavel made from a log taken from a 
house in which Abraham Lincoln lived 
during his childhood. 
The party will 
spend about four hours in Canton, the 
special train being schelduled to leave 
there on the return trip at 4 p. m.

CANTON, 0., June 27—-The committee 
reached Canton on a Cleveland Terminal 
and Valley special at 11:30 The perms" 
nent reception committee lately organ- 
izad for the 
campaign, headed by 
Judges George E. Baldwin, Wm. B 
Day and Henry A. Wise was at the 
depot to meet the party. 
Decorated 
tallyhos and carriages were in waiting 
at the station. 
The parade was organ- 
ized, the Grand Army band and the 
citizens' troop of cavalry leading the 
vehicles occupied by the guests. 
Citi- 
z ;ns fell in behind and an enormous 
crowd quickly gathered about the Mc- 
Kinley home where the duties of the 
committee were discharged and where 
the general public had been formally 
invited through press notices. 


On arriving at the McEinley 
home 
the committee and guests found an 
enormous crowd assembled about 
the 
residence, but an open space on the 
north side was reserved and the party 
was quickly seated upon the camp 
chairs provided. 
Mrs. McKinley and 
a company of friends occupied the 
front porch as the party arrived. 


Just as the crowd was quieting down 
Governor MoKinley stepped out on the 
porch and was given a mo&t eathusias- 
tic ovation, cheer after cheer rising 
from the crowd. 
Senator 
Thurston 
stopped upon the porch and in his 
fiery eloquence delivered the oflScial 
notification. 
He was greeted 
with 
enthusiaatic applauie and 
was 
fre- 
q lently interrupted by the chetring of 
the sentiments he expressed. 
Senator 
Thurston spoke as follows: 
Governor McKinley: 


We are here to perform the pleasant 
duty assigned us by the republican 
national conventioQ, recently assem- 
bled in St. Louis, that of formally noti- 
fying you of your nomination as the 
candidate of the republican party for 
president cf the United States. 


We respectfully request your ac- 
ceptance of this nomination and your 
approval of the declaration of princi- 
ples adopted by the convention. 


We asEure you that you are tbe 
unanimous choice of a united party, 


Your nomination has been made in 
obedience to a popular demand, whose 
universality and spontaneity attest the 
affection and confidence of tbe plain 
people of the United Slates. 
By com- 
mon consent you are their champion. 
Their mighty uprising in your behalf 
emphasizes the sincerity of their con- 
version to the cardinal principles of 
protection and reciprocity as best ex- 
emplified in that splendid congressional 
act which justly bears your name. 
Under it this nation advanced to the 
very culmination of a prosperity far 
surpassing that of all other peoples 
and all other times; a prosperity shared 
in by all sections, all interests, and all 
classes; 
by 
capital 
and 
labor; 
by producer and consumer; a prosper- 
ity so happily in harmony with the 
genius of popular government that its 
choisest blessings were most widely 
distributed among the lowliest toilers 
and the humblest homes. 


In 1892, your countrymen, unmindful 
of your solemn warnings, returned that 
party to power which reiterated its 
everlasting opposition to a protec tive 
tari£F and demanded the repeal of the 
McKinley act. 
Thay sowed the wind. 
They reaped the whirlwind. 
The euf. 
ferings and losses and disasters to the 
American people from four years of 
democratic tariff are vastly greater than 
those which came to them from four 
years of civil war. 


Out of it all one great good remains. 
Those who scorned 
your 
counsels 
spebdily witnessed the fulfillment of 
your 
prophesies, and even 
as the 
scourged and repentant Israelites ab- 
jured their stupid idols and resumed 
unquestioning allegiance to Moses and 
Moses'God, so now your countrymen, 
shamed of their errors, turn to you and 
to those glorious principles for which 
you stand, in the full belief that your 
candidacy and the republican platform 
mean that the end of the wilderness 
has come and the promised land of 
American prosperity is again to them 
an insured inheritance. 


But your nomination means mere 
than the endorsement of a protective 
tariff, of reciprocity, of sound 
money 
and of honest finance, for all of which 
you have so steadfastly stood. It means 
an endorsement of your heroic youth; 
your fruitlul years of arduous public 
service; your sterling patriotism; your 
stalwart Americanism; your Christian 
character, and the purity, fidelity and 
simplicity of your private life. l a all 
these things you are the typical Ameri- 
can; ior all these things you are the 
chosen leader of the people. 
God give 
you strength to so bear the honors and 
meet the duties of that great ofiise, for 
which you are now nominated and to 
which you will be elected, that your 
administration will enhance the dignity 
and power and gloyy of this republic, 
and secure the safety, welfare and hap- 
piness of a liberty-loving people. 


At 12:20 Governor McKinley arose 
to respond and the cheering was re- 
newed. 
When quiet was restored he 
spoke as follows: 
Senator Thurston and gentlemen of tlae no- 
tification committee of the republican na- 
tional convention: 
To be selected as their presidential 
candidate by a great party convention, 
representing so vast a number of the 
people of the United States, is a most 
distinguished honor, for which I would 
not conceal 
my high appreciation, 
although deeply sensible of the great 
responsibilities of the trust and my in- 
ability to bear them without the gener- 
ous and constant support of my fellow 
countrymen. 
Great as is the honor 
conferred, equally arduous and im- 
portant is the duty imposed and in ac- 
cepting the one I assume the other, re- 
lying upon the patriotic devotion of 
the people to the best interests of our 
beloved country, and the sustaining 
care and aid of Him without whose 
support all we do is empty and vain. 
Should the ipeople ratify the choice of 
the great convention for which you 
speak, my only aim will be to promote 
the public good, which, in America, is 
always the good of the greatest num- 
ber, the honor of our country, and the 
welfare of the people. 


The questions to be settled in the 
national contest this year are as serious 
and important as any of the great gov- 
ernmental problems that have con- 
fronted us in the past quarter of a 
century. 
They command our sober 
judgment and a settlement free from 
partisan prejudice and passion, bene- 
ficial to ourselves and benefiting the 
honor and grandeur of the republic. 
They touch every interest of our com- 
mon country. 
Our industrial suprem- 
acy, our productive capacity, our busi- 
ness and our labor and its rewards, our 
national 
credit and currency, 
our 
proud financial honor and our splendid 
Irce 
citizenship—the 
birthright 
of 
every American—are all involved in 
the pending campaign, and thus every 
home in the land is directly and inti- 
mately connected with their proper 
settlement. 


Great are the issues involved in the 
coming election, and eager and earnest 
the people for their rights and deter- 
minations. 
Our domestic trade must 
bo won back and our idle workingmen 
employed in gainful occupations at 
American wages. 
Our home market 
must be restored to its proud rank of 
first in tbe world, and our foreign trade, 
so precipitately cut off by 
adverse 
national legislation, reopened on fair 
and equitable terms for our surplus 
agricultural and manufacturing pro 
ducts. 
Protection and 
reciprocity, 
twin measures of a true American pol- 
icy, should again command the earnest 
encouragement of the government at 
Waehington. 
Public confidence must 


encouraged and defended against the 
unequal competition and serious disad- 
vantage with which they are now con- 
tending. 
Tho 
govornment 
of the 
United States must raise enough money 
to meet both its current expenses and 
increasing needs. 
Its revenues should 
be 60 raised as to protect the material 
interests of our people with the lightest 
possible drain upon their resources, and 
maintain that high standard of civiliaiv- 
tion 
which has distinguished 
our 
country for more than a century of its 
existence. 


The income of the government, I 
r(?peat, should equal its necessary and 
proper expenditures. 
A failure to pur- 
sue this policy has compelled the gov- 
ernment to borrow money in a time of 
peace to sustain its credit and pay its 
daily expenses. 
This policy should be 
reversed, and that, too, as speedily as 
possible. 
It must be apparent to all 
regardless of past party ties or aflBlia 
tions, that it is our paramount duty to 
provide adequate revenue for the ex 
penditures of the government, econom- 
ically and prudently adminibtered. The 
republican party has heretofore done 
this, and I confidently believe it will do 
it in the future, when the party is again 
entrusted with power in the executive 
and legislative branches of our govern* 
ment. 


The national credit, which has thus 
far fortunately resisted every assault 
upon it. must and will be upheld and 
strengthened. 
If suflScient revenues 
are provided for the support of the 
government there will be no necessity 
for borrowing money and 
increasing 
the public debt. 
The complaint of the 
people is not against the administration 
for borrowing money and issuing bonds 
to preserve the credit of the country, 
but against the ruinious policy which 
has made this necessary. 
It is but an 
incident and a necessary one, to the 
policy which was inaugurated. 
The 
inevitable effect of such a policy is 
seen in the deficiency of the United 
States treasury, except as it is replen- 
ighed by loans and in the distress of 
the people who are suffering because of 
the scant demand for either their labor 
or their products of their labor. 
Here 
is 
the 
fundamental 
trouble, 
the 
remedy for which is republican oppor- 
tunity and 
duty. 
During all 
the 
years of republican control following re 
sumption, there was a steady reduction 
of the public debt, while the gold 
reserve was sacredly maintained 
and 
our 
currency and credit preserved 
without depreciation, taint 
or 
sus- 
picion. 
If we would restore this policy 
that brought us unexampled prosperity 
for more than thirty years, under ti e 
most trying conditions ever known in 
this country, the policy by which we 
made and bought more goods at home 
and sold more abroad, the trade bal- 
ance would be quickly turned in our 
favor and gold would come to us and 
not go from us in the settlement of all 
such balances in the future. 


The party that supplied by legislation 
the vast revenues for the conduct of 
our greatest war and promptly restored 
the credit of the country at its close 
and that from its abundant 
revenues 
paid off a large share of the debt in- 
curred in this war, and that resumed 
specie payments and placed our paper 
currency upon a sound and enduring 
basis, can be safely trusted to preserve 
both our credit and currency with hon- 
or, stability and inviolability. 


The American people hold the finan- 
cial honor of our government as sacred 
as our flag, and can be relied upon to 
guard it with the same sleepless vigi- 
lance. 
They hold 
its 
preservation 
above^arty fealty and have often dem- 
onstrated that party ties avail nothing 
when the spotless credit of our country 
is threatened. 
The money 
of 
the 
United States, and every kind or form 
of it, whether on paper, silver or gold, 
must be as good as the best in the 
world. 
It must not only be current at 
its full face value at home, but it must 
be counted at par in any and every 
commercial center of the globe. 
The 
sagacious and far seeing policy of the 
great men who founded our govern- 
ment, the teachings and acts of the 
wisest financier at every stage in our 
history, the steadfast faith and splen- 
did achievements of the great party to 
which we belong and the genius and 
integrity of our people have always 
demanded this <tRd will ever maintain 
it 
The dollar paid to the farmer, the 
wage earner and the pensioner 
must 
continue forever equal in purchasing 
and debt paying power to the dollar 
pail to any government creditor. 


The dontest this year will not be 
waged upon lines of theory and specu- 
lation, but in the light of severe prac- 
tical experience and new and dearly 
acquired knowledge. 
The great body 
of our citizens know what they intend 
to have. 
They know for what the re- 
publican party stands and what its 
return to power means to them. 
They 
realize that the republican party be- 
lieves 
that 
our 
work should 
be 
doaa at home and not abroad, and 
everywhere proclaim their devotion to 
the principles of a protective" tariff, 
which, while supplying adequate reve- 
nues for the government, will restore 
American production and serve the 
best interests of American labor and 
development. 
Our appeal, therefore, is 
not to a false philosophy 
or 
vain 
theorists, but to the masses of the 
American people, tbe plain, practical 
people whom Lincoln loved and trusted 
and whom the republican party has 
always faithfully striven 
to 
seive.

fully reciprocated, and I thank you and 
your associates of the notification com- 
mittee and the great party and conven- 
tion at whose instance you come, for 
the high and exceptional distinction 
bestowed upon me.

WiLLESBARBE, Pa., Juco 29.—Niuefy 
miners are buried in the Red Ash vein 
of the Twin shaft at Pittston. 
Not one 
is expected to come alive out of the 
mine's mouth, around which 
7,000 
shrieking, weeping, praying men, wo- 
men and children are gathered. 


The roof of the vein caved in at 3 
o'clock yesterday morning while the 
men were putting in timber to prevent 
a collapse. 
At 9 o'clock last night not 
a single body, living or dead, had been 
recovered. 
Superintendent Lathrop, 
of the Lehigh Valley Coal company, an 
authority on mine disasters, says the 
bodies cannot be recovered inside of 
ten days. 


Many of the buried miners were 
Poles and Huns. 
Their families speak 
no English, and their names cannot be 
ascertained. 


About two weeks ago the surveyors 
reported to 
General 
Superintendent 
Law that the mine was "squee*ing," 
and that unless steps were immediately 
taken to timber it a cave-in or fall 
might be looked for. 
Superintendent 
Law lost no time, but at once put a 
number of timbermen at work to brace 
the falling roof. 
The "tqueeza" con- 
tinued, however, and Saturday the sit- 
uation became alarming. 
In the after- 
noon a slight fall occurred, and the 
men who were at work had to retreat 
before it. 
A consultation of mine offi 
cíala was then held, and it was decided 
that heroic measures would have to be 
resorted to to prevent heavy damage to 
the mine. 


Inside Superintendent Langan gave 
instructions that the most experienced 
miners should be secured and that tbe 
party would go down the mine at 7 
o'clock Saturday night. 
Expert tim- 
bermen put in an appearance at that 
hour and were soon lowered into the 
workings. 
They made their way to 
Red Ash vein, 1500 feet down 
the 
slope. 
The work of propping pro-' 
ceeded rapidly until 11 o'clock, when 
another fall occurred. 
It made a low 
rumbling noise and the flying coal and 
debris drove the men back. 
They 
labored on until 3:20 o'clock, when, so 
it is presumed, the roof fell in without 
warning 


The shock of the collapse in the Red 
Ash vein was like a convulsion of na- 
ture. 
The earth trembled. 
In houses 
near the mine the inhabitants were 
tumbled from their beds. 
The dull 
roar in the earth's bounds was heard 
for miles around. 
The foundations of 
every building in Pittston were shaken. 
Doors and windows rattled and falling 
glass crackkd as if the town were in 
a tornado's grasp. 
Thousands rushed 
into the streets, fearing the roofs and 
walls would come toppling down. 
An 
earthquake were the words on every 
lip. 


Then the air was filled with th« 
dong of fire bells and the big mine 
whistle shrieked a song of danger and 
death. 
On the heels oí this dirge rose 
one long wail of anguish. 
All Pittston 
was awake and in mourning. 
No need 
to ask what had happened. 


Two thirds of the buried miners Itfc 
families behind, parents, brothers and 
sisters, wives and little children. 
To 


rock. 
He lay unconscious for 
miautee, thea came up the shaft. 


Young Sheridan thinks there was an 
explosion of gas, which blew down the 
newly erected timbers and caused the 
collapse. 
When ho left the mine to go 
out of the slope and get water those 
inside bad no apprehension of a fall or 
a "sque/^z-i." 
Everythirg was working 
nicely and the men expected to be out 
of the mine within an hour. 


"The report of the fall, " says the 
boy, "blew me fully twenty five feet. It 
was like a hundred cannon, and the 
force hurled mo against the side of the 
slope. 
A piece of rock hit me back of 
the head, the wound commenced to 
bleed, and then I fainted." 


Richards and Gill, who were on their 
way out after timber, concur with 
Sheridan, that the concussion was ter- 
rific. They were knocked off their 
feet and ^banged against some lattice 
work. 
They 
can not conceive the 
possibility of anybody being in the 
wreck and escaping with his life. 


Early in the day hope was drawn 
from the three survivors that some of 
the buried, men might be alive. 
It was 
supposed that the men were not alto- 
gether,^ but that some were near the 
slope, so they could run up the incline 
and escape the full force of the fall. 
There was a hope, also, that some 
might not have been buried, but only 
cut off from escape by falling debris. 
As the rescue parties worked into the 
slope and later this hope disappeared. 


TOPAY'S SCENES AT THE MINE. 
The excitement at the Twin shaft, in 
Pittston, where nearly 100 miners are 
entombed, either dead or alive, con- 
tinues today. 
At the mouth of the 
shaft, besides the wives and children of 
the entombed men, there are hundreds 
of persons, not residents of Pittston 
alone, but visitors from 
Kingston, 
Scran ton and Wilkesbarre. 


The grief of the stricke« families is 
intense. 
Wiv'es and children, many of 
whom have not left the mouth of the 
shaft since the terrible accident, stand 
near the opening to the death chamber 
and urge the rescuers to greater efforts. 


The situation is almost the same as 
that recorded above. 
Practically noth- 
ing has been accomplished toward the 
recovery of the men. There is scarcely 
an old miner about the opening of the 
mine who does not believe that 
the 
men are all dead. 


The rescuing-party which went into 
the mine at 1 o'clock came out of the 
shaft at 7 o'clock. 
The foreman re- 
ports that the timbering of the mine is 
going on as rapidly as possible. 
He 
said the work was necessarily slow, 
owing to the danger of falling rocks 
which have been loosened by 
the 
terrible explosion. It is hardly possible 
that actual digging will begin before 
late this afternoon. Any euggestions 
advanced as to the probable time the 
men will be reached are mere guess 
work, as all depends upon whether the 
slope is corapletely choked up with 
debris or not. 
If not, the rescuers may 
possibly be able to reach the men with- 
in the next twenty-four hours, other- 
wise it may be two or three days. 


The rescuing party is two thousand 
feet from where the cavein occurred. 
The gas continues to accumulate and 
the roof, which was weakened by the 
explosion, is in danger of falling at any 
moment. 
The men came out of the 
shaft this morning bearing the marks 
of anxiety and hard labor. 
One of 
them said: 


"I am glad I am out of the hole. 
1 
would like very much to see the en- 
tombed men rescued alive, but I tell 
you we who are engaged in the work of 
rescuing are carrying our lives in our 
hands. 
Why, we had hardly begun 
work this morning when a big "equeeze" 
came on. 
I and two laborers were put- 
ting up a prop about six inches too 
short. 
I sent a laborer for a "cap," 
but before he returned the roof came 
down and met the prop. 
So great was 
the pressure that the heavy prop was 
snapped off as though it were a match. 
Fortunately, we succeeded in getting 
away before the roof came down any 
further. So you can readily see what 
chances we are taking." 


A survey of 'the interior of the mine 
this morning shows that the main 
slope is badly blocked. 
It is blocked 
even worse than the officials are willing 
to admit. 
It is known positively that 
fully sixty feet that had been cleared 
up 
yesterday afternoon is 
blocked 
again by another fall that occurred be- 
fore 4 o'clock this morning. 


Before any attempt can be made to 
clear this part of the slope again it will 
ba necessary to do extra propping and

those trained in the interpretation of j timbering. 
This will consume a great 
mine district sounda, the clang of bells 
and the shriek of the big mice whistle, 
brought one common thought, and one 
common impulse—the thought of death 
in the niine, and the impulse to see the 
shaft's mouth. By daybreak thousands 
were on the scene, bareheaded, 
bare- 
footed, mo5t of them as they

rushed in terror from their beds. Bare- 
legged children whimpered at 
the

the throng had swelled to 7,000. and 
the police were needed to keep them 
under control. 
Ropes were stretched 
around the shfilt's mouth, and none 
but mine officials and rescuers were 
permitted inside. 


Of all who went down into the mine 
Saturday night only three returned 
alive, John Sheridan, the water carrier; 
William Richard and Thomas Gill. 
The boy, Sheridan, was the first who 
brought to the surface news of what 
really happened below. 
He was on his 
way up the slope to get some fresh 
water. 
When 100 feet from the shaft 
he was knocked down by the cor.cus 


deal of time. 


A few of the more hopeful who be- 
lived that there might be a possibility 
of the entombed being alive, now sur- 
rendered, and no one can be found who 
is willing to admit that there is any 
life under ground. 
Hope of finding 
tbem alive and uninjured, by the older 
miners, was abandoned last night, be- 
cause they knew that the ventilation 
was bad and that even if the men had 
escaped the fall, they could not live 
twenty minutes in such an atmosphere. 


Others, however, recalled the Sugar 
Notch disaster of 1879, in which five 
men were rescued from a br^gast in the 
mine after they were imprisoned for 
five days. 
But the fact was overlooked 
that the breast in which they were was 
free from any blockade and in a direct 
line with the main current of air. This 
was the most remarkable case in the 
annals of the anthracite coal mining 
region, and may not be repeated again 
for a century.

This morning in the court of Justice 
Tancey warrants were sworn out against 
the nine members of the Fort Wayne 
club and the nine members of the 
Saginaw club for playing a game of base 
ball at League park on Sunday. 


Eighteen different oases were brought 
and the affidavits in each case were 
signed and sworn to by Rev. James S 
Ainslie, the pastor of the Congrega- 
tional church of this city. 


The affidavits are against 
Phillip 
Knell, John Welch, Rome Gray, Wil- 
liam Powell, Frank King, Earl Thomp- 
son, Michael Lynch, George Tebeau 
and 
Louis 
Crieger, 
the 
mexnbers 
of 
the 
Fort 
Wayne 
club, 
and 
Messrs. Stout, Cull, McKenet, Ganzel, 
Martin, Snyder, Allen, Sumner, Miller, 
and Northwang, of the Saginaw club, 
and in statuatory form charge sthem 
with violating the law by engaging iu 
a game of base ball on Sunday, June 
28th. 


The warrants were placed in the 
hands of Constable Lindsley and this 
afternoon he is Eerving them on as 
many of the parties named as he can 
find. 
The Saginaw club had left the 
city for home about noon and they 
could not be arrested. 


The witnesees tor the state named on 
the back of the writ are Rev. J. S. 
Ainslie, Rev. C. C. Cissell, Wm. Meyer, 
j r , George Walschmidt, 
Oicar Wo- 
brock, L. A. Worch, Jacob Wiley. The 
cases will be heerd by Justice Tancey 
as soon as the arrests are made. 


As tbe statutes are clearly against 
the playing of base ball on Sunday, it 
is altogether probable that each of the 
parties arrested will be found guilty 
and fined. 


The cases are instituted and backed 
up by the ministerial association. 


One of the detectives who belongs 
with the Buffalo Bill show captured a 
pickpocket this afternoon while he was 
trying to rob a woman who was on the 
show grounds.

It is not ilikely that it will 
be known how the men met death until 
their bodies are found." 


Mine Inspector McDonald, who has 
charge of the district in which the 
mine is situated, told the Associated 
Press representative today that he was 
satisfied the mine owners were doing 
everything possible to hurry the work 
of rescue along. 
No expense is being 
spared and the best labor in the market 
has been secured. 


The disaster probably means the ruin 
of the company which operated the 
mine. 
The damage to the mine ia esti- 
mated at $25,000, and the expenses of 
getting the bodies out will not fall 
short of $10,000, and may reach $20,000. 
Besides, the company will be called 
upon to bury a great number of the 
victims, especially the Hungarians and 
Polandera. 


The company is receiving some ceil' 
sure for sending men into the mine 
when the higher officials knew it was 
in a dangerous condition. 
In answer 
to this criticism, it is claimed that the 
same thing is done every day in the 
coal regions. 
There was a valuable lot 
of coal in the mine and the only way it 
could be gotten out was to prop the 
roof and hold it secure. 
The company 
either had to do this or close the mine, 
which would have meant the loss of all 
the capital invested. 


ENCOUNTER A NEW DIFFICULTY. 
The rescuers in the mine this after- 
noon 
encounted 
a 
new difficulty. 
Water is pouring into the slope and 
threatens to drive out the men at work. 
Superiiitendent Law thinks it is water 
from the surface and that it will soon 
cease to flow into the mine. 
Others 
think the water comes from the Suequ- 
hanna river, which is near by. 
I fit is 
river water the whole mine will be 
Hooded in a ehort time and it will be 
months before the bodies can be gotten 
out. 


A party of newspaper artists received 
permission from Superintendent Law 
to go down into the mine this morning 
to make sketches, but Mine Inspector 
McDonald protested and said he would 
allow no man to enter the mine who 
was not a practical miner. 
"There are 
enough lives lost now," he continued, 
"and there is no use of increasing the 
number." 
One of the artists offered to 
donate $100 to the relief fund if allowed 
to go down the shaft, but the offer was 
refused.

fust pretii(l«ut who had obtftined a 
thorough clEssjcal schooling, and in 
this respect he would rank with the 
university graduates of the highest 
class today. 
But all bis predecessora 
in office were gifted with that marvel- 
ous quality of common Eense that, in 
the early history of the government, 
made homespun men almost classical. 
Jackson was without the advantage of 
instruction even in the rudimentary 
branches, yet in perfection of diction 
and force of expression some of his 
state papers are models of excellence 
and beauty. 
Martin Van Buren was a 
college man and a ripe scholar, as were 
also John Tyler and James K. Polk. 
But William Henry 
Harrison and 
Zichary Taylor enjoyed no educational 
advantages to speak of and won what 
fame they achieved in military lift. 
Harrison died within a month after his 
inauguration and Taylor only served a 
year in the office, so that it is impossi- 
ble to estimate them as civil officials. 
Tyler was a lawyer of ability and Polk 
attained some distinction in congress, 
though he was not ranked as among 
the great men of his day and genera- 
tion. 
Millard Fillmore was a skillful 
politician and a man of affairs, and 
Franklin Pierce enjoyed a local cele- 
brity as a lawyer. 
But it may be said 
justly that, during the period from the 
close of Jackson's term to the begin- 
ning of Buchanan's, the standard of 
mentality had in a measure degener- 
ated. 


James Buchanan, the fifteenth presi- 
dent, was probably the most accom- 
plished 
with 
respect to scholarly 
attainments and varied experience in 
public affairs after John Quincy Adams. 
He had graduated from Dickinson col- 
lege, served in both houses of congress 
with distinction, as minister to the 
court of St. James, and as secretary of 
state. He fell upon unfortunate times 
as president, however, and retired from 
office under circumstances which con- 
spired to impair his reputation for 
courage and patriotism. But, after all, 
the verdict of history will be Itss con- 
demnatory than was the judgment of 
his own generation. 
He was succeeded 
by probably the greatest president of 
them all, Abraham Lincoln, who was 
an educated man without the advantage 
of schools, a statesman without the 
training of experience,and a philosopher 
even before he had reached the age of 
philosophers. 
But he was a man of 
vast native talent and his patriotism 
and humanity were so marked that he 
may be said lo have acquired knowl- 
edge by intuition. His successor in 
office, Andrew Johnson, couldn't read 
or 
write 
when he was married, 
but acquired a fair education and 
developed considerable ability subse- 
quently. 
At least there was a force in 
his mature life that accomplished re- 
sults and made an impression. 
Grrant 
was educated at West Point, and, as 
might have been expected, was more a 
soldier than a statesman. 
His succes- 
sor, Rutherford B. Hayes, was a man of 
negative character but respectable tal- 
ents. 
Successful a3 a lawyer and sold- 
ier, his administration was likewise 
creditable,, but in no wise distinguish- 
ed.

tho standard of John Quincy Adams 
and James Buchanan than either of 
the others. Of Orover Cleveland little 
can be said that is not known. 
With- 
out the advantage of college training, 
and v^ith comparatively little experi- 
ence in public life previous to his first 
inauguration, he nevertheless has by 
common consent been assigned tp a 
place amoug the most distinguished of 
the presidents. 
President Harrison, 
the twenty-third president, will occupy 
an honorable place in history. 
His ad- 
ministration wa^ marked with those 
characteristics which stamp him as the 
learned scholar and polished statesman 
which he was.

HE RECENT as- 
sassination of the 
Shah has brought 
Persia into the pub- 
lic mind of late. No 
one 
'Who has not 
been there has any 
idea what a strange 
country it is. When 
one reaches Teher- 
an he goes cen- 
turies back into the 
barbarism of the east, despite the fact 
that the capital of the Shah is the 
most progressive city of the king- 
dom. The veneer of Europe is at- 
tempted, but it is very thin. 
What 
most 
interested 
me during my 
travels in Persia was to get into con- 
versation with Persians of intelligence 
and lead them to give me their ideas 
about the outside world and tell me 
stories of their oNirn country, 
which 
they firmly believe to be not only the 
best, but the most powerful in the 
world. This, of course, was possible 
through my interpreter. 
I remember 
one highly interesting piece of informa- 
tion, which, though it rather stagger- 
ed me at first, was told me 'in good 
faith, and I have since heard it con- 
firmed, 
Teberan is surrounded by a 
high wall and a moat, and the Persians 
say this wall early suggested itself as 
a most conveaaient place for disposing 
of superfluous and inconvenient per- 
sons. The ditch is usually dry, and a 
fall from the 'top to- the ground is al- 
most sure to prove fcttal. Probably the 
Shahs of Persia havs had no trials In 
all their history W'hicjh can compare in 
seriousness to the difficulties which a 
harem full of jealous 'and unruly wives 
will create. Even the most merciful 
king has at times been forced to resort 
to severe measures^ and the city wall 
at such junctures has been the regular 
means of disposing- of the ladies who 
caused the trouble. 
Several bodies of 
beautiful women aace were fotind in 
the ditch by peasanits wandering about 
the outside wall, and the peasants did 
not have much difficulty in guessing 
how they came to be there. The aver- 
age Persian peasant is a shrewd and 
sophisticated person, with an eye con- 
tinually out for the main chance. In- 
asmuch as in Persia as~in all Moslem 
countries a beautiful woman has a de- 
finite commercial value, these men la- 
mented that the king should have al- 
lowed so much high-'priced property 
to be sacrificed. 
They also grieved 
that good and desiraWe wives should 
be dead in the city dfitch when loyal 
subjects like themselves worried along 
with very second-rate establishments. 
The reflections preseaitily took a more 
pratical turn, as the possibility of pro- 
fiting by the king^s 
maintenance of 
domestic 
discipline 
dawned 
upon 
them. The eunuchs who were entrust- 
ed with throwing the .unhappy ladies 
off the ramparts always performed the 
operation at a fixed spot so that it was 
an easy matter to watch ior the fall of 
the discarded wives. . The ingenious 
countryAen did this, first' spreading a 
thick cushion of hay upou the bottom 
of the ditch. The next time a' condemn- 
ed beauty was pitched over she landed 
safely on the hay and althoutth some- 
what shaken up, was entirely unin- 
jured. In the darkness the atteTidants 
on the wall were unable to see «either 
the hay or the men crouching in the 
moat. 
Supposing-, therefore, that all 
was well, they returned to the haa'em 
and reported that they had carried out 
their instructions. 
As soon as thiey 
were gone the crafty peasants hidinjg 
below picked up the astoaished sultana, 
woh, supposing she must be dead, fan- 
cied that they were attendants in the 
prophet's paradise. She was soon un- 
deceived, however, and Informed very 
plainly that if she preferred to go 
back into the sultan's hands they would 
see that it was arranged.' If not she 
would better understand that a radical

A BRAKEMAN'S FEARFUL RIDE. 


Boyer 
Saves 
His Life by ClinsiuS t o 
the 
Beams. 


Freight Brakeman Frank M. Boyer, 
of the Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
railway, remains to tell the story of an 
experience one night recently that^ in 
999 cases out of 1,000 terminates in a 
sad scene at the morgue. 
Railroad 
men, accustomed to hazardous chances, 
realize the slight 
opportunity for 
escape afforded the brakeman who falls 
between two cars while the train is in 
rapid motion. 
Boyer can make his 
story of his something short of a 
miraculous escape from instant death 
sound more thrilling than any chap- 
ter of fiction. 


As the freight train rolled Chicago- 
ward through Chicago heights, Boyer 
attempted to step from the "deck" of 
one car to another, miscalculated, and 
plunged down between the cars. He 
missed the draught irons and fell to 
the ties in the center of the rails. That 
his form became limp and immediately 
prostrate is evident. 
Otherwise the 
unfortunate man would 
have 
been 
caught by the first brakebeam and 
ground into a shapeless mass. Almost 
before he realized his perilous position 
one pair of trucks had passed over 
Boyer's 
body. 
Another 
brakebeam 
fiashed over him, followed by a third 
set of trucks. Short as the time was— 
a fraction pf a minute—it afforded a 
year of thought to the railroad man. 
Instinctively he realized that all brake- 
beams were not of a uniform height 
from the ties. Some had brakebar an- 
gle irons projecting that, if they struck 
him, would cut him into fine pieces. 
Besides, the creaking 
wheels 
made 
ominous music. 
Boyer was strong of 
arm and back from constant "high ball 
twisting" at the brakes, and no stop- 
watch with splits ever so fine could 
record the time it took him to deter- 
mine upon a desperate attempt to save 
his life. 
The fourth truck was pass- 
ing over his body when, with an almost 
superhuman effort, he elevated his 
shoulder, seized a brakerod and swung 
his body onto the brakebeam. 
It was 
a feat unparalleled in the stories of 
narrow escapes told by railroad men. 
Safely lodged on the narrow brake- 
beam, in which 
position 
many a 
"Weary Willie" has ridden "first-class, 
no fare," 
Boyer succumbed to the ter- 
rific shock to his system. 
Uncon- 
sciousness appeared to be slowly creep- 
ing over him, and a new danger threat- 
ened the brakeman. 
But his arms 
locked with a death-like grip upon the 
iron rods of the car 
fittings. In this 
condition he rode nine miles. At pal- 
ton Boyer was missed by the train 
crew, and the train was brought to a 
standstill while search was instituted 
for the brakeman. 
Draught 
irons 
were examined, and accidentally Boyer 
was discovered recumbent upon the 
brakebeam. 
Immediately 
he was 
taken to the caboose and made com- 
fortable upon cushions. 


Smothered by Molten Gold. 


A fatal accident happened to Charles 
and George Minear, of Fairfield, Iowa. 
They had been manufacturing gold 
with the X rays. 
Having a quantity 
of the metal transformed they were 
preparing to cast it into bricks, when 
they met their death by a large cruci- 
ble of molten gold falling upon them. 
They stumbled while carrying it, the 
liquid metal flowing over their heads, 
hardening instantly and smothering 
both to death.

EN. A. J. Warner 
of Ohio was born 
in 1S34, in Erie 
County, New York. 
His father was a 
native of Vermont 
and his mother, 
Hepsibah 
Dickin- 
son, a native of 
Massachusetts. He 
lived on a farm in 
Erie County until 
eliven years old, when his father 
moved his family to Walworth County, 
Wisconsin. Four years later his father 
died leaving him the oldest of the fam- 
ily at home to take charge of a prairie 
farm. He continued to work on the 
farm until eighteen years of age, at- 
tending district school in winter when 
not required to do work at home. After 
fourteen years of age, however, much 
of his time in winter was spent in haul- 
ing wheat to the lake ports. At the age 
of eighteen he determined to acquire an 
education and entered the preparatory 
department at Beloit College. 
From 
there he went to New York Central 
College, and by working vacations and 
teaching part of the time, succeeded 
without other help in going through 
college. In 1856 he married Susan E. 
Butts of Wayne County, New York, and 
went to Pennsylvania, where he be- 
came principal of the Lewistown Acad- 
emy, and afterwards superintendent of 
the public schools of MlfiBin County, 
which office he resigned to take charge 
of the Union schools at Mercer in west- 
ern Pennsylvania. He entered the army 
in April, 1861, as Captain of a com- 
pany composed largely of students, 
which became a part of the Tenth 
Pennsylvania Regiment. He was pro- 
moted successively to Lieutenant Col- 
onel, Colonel, and brevetted Brigadier 
General; served in the Army of the 
Potomac 
until 
after the battle of 
Gettysburg, participating in various 
battles and was severely wounded at 
Antietam. At the close of this battle 
he was recommended for promotion to 
Brigadier General, but his recovery 
being doubtful his promotion was with- 
held. After a severe operation, noted 
in the Surgical History of the War, he 
sufficiently recovered to join his com- 
mand, then near Washington, and al- 
thouga unable to walk except with the 
aid of crutches, he went through the 
Gettysburg campaign with his regi- 
ment, fighting over Little Round Top 
and first occupying the ground between 
Round Top and Little Round Top. 
After his command had crossed the Po- 
tomac he returned to the hospital for 
further treatment of his wounds and 
not being able again to take the field 
was commissioned by President Lin- 
coln, Colonel in the Veteran Reserve 
Corps and had command at Indianapo- 
lis during the troubles there. He re- 
signed this commission in J.866. While 
teaching he studied law and was ad- 
mitted to the bar at Indianapolis in 
1865, but instead of taking up the prac- 
tice he located at Marietta, Ohio, and 
engaged in business; at first in the pro- 
duction of oil, in which his knowledge 
of geology was of great value to him, 
subsequently he engaged in the con- 
struction of railroads and in the pro- 
duction of coal and iron. 


He represented the Marietta district 
in the 45th, 48th and 49th Congresses, 
He was among the first in the country 
to champion the cause of silver, and 
has persistently advocated, in speeches

and numerous papers, the restoration 
of the b::::c.r/l c 2.::nl;.:C i.: tlx: United 
States. He has been president of the 
American Bimetallic League since its 
formation, and is now president of ths 
American Bimetallic Union which rep- 
resents all of the non-political bimetal- 
lic organizations in the country. In 
addition to economic questions, he has 
been a student in geology, archaeology 
and kindred subjects, and is a well 
eviuipped and capable business man.

Qualified Women Are to Have t h e Munlél- 
p.il Vote. 


While Oxford is rejecting the demand 
of women for admission to degrees, and 
Cambridge hesitating to grant it, the 
house of commons continues to make 
progress in the direction of recognizing 
the political equality of men and wo- 
men, says 
the New York Recorder. 
The remarkable success of the bill en- 
abling women to act as poor-law guard- 
ians in Ireland has already been re- 
corded. 
Another Irish bill gave the 
house of commons the other day an 
opportunity of again expressing its 
opinion that women are entitled to the 
fullest share in municipal government. 
The bill was a private bill, promoted 
by the corporation of Londonderry, for 
the enlargement of the borough bound- 
aries and various other local improve- 
ments. It was opposed by the nation- 
alists on the ground that the catholics 
of the borough were, by reason of the 
high franchise, excluded from their fair 
share of representation on the town 
council. After some hesitation the pro- 
moters of the bill offered, as a com- 
promise, to accept for municipal pur- 
poses, the ordinary parliamentary fran- 
chise. While accepting this offer, Mr. 
Tim Healy pointed out that the parlia- 
mentary franchise did not include wo- 
men rate-payers, and it would be a 
pity if the present opportunity of ex- 
tending the municipal franchise to the 
women of Londonderry were lost. Mr. 
Johnston of Ballykilbeg, an ardent 
Protestant, agreed with Mr. Healy, ar- 
guing that women had secured the vote 
in Belfast and that there was no pos- 
sible reason against their having it in 
Londondeny. 
No one dissenting, a 
formal resolution was passed, express- 
ing the opinion of the house that the 
bill should be so framed as to enable 
qualified women to have the municipal 
vote.

In educational 
acquirements and 


mental endowments the presidents of 
the United StateB, taken collectively, 
reveal a high standard. In fact, ruees- 
ured by the contemporary rulers of the 
world, whether the power was heridit- 
ary or by election, the result ia greatly 
in their favor. 
Washington was not a 


college graduate, but was 
liberally 


educated, and John Adams, Jefferson, 
Madison, Monroe had academic eduoa- 
tiofia. John yuincy Adams was the 


first president who had obtained s 
thorough classical schooling, and in 
thin respect he would rank with the 
university graduates of the highest 
clftBB today. But all his predecessors 
in oilice were gifted with that marvel- 
ous quality of common sense that, in 
the early history of the government, 
made homespun men almost classical. 
Jackson was without the advantage of 
instruction even in the rudimentary 
blanches, yet in perfection of diction 
and force of expression some of his 
state papers are models of excellence 
and beauty. Martin Van Buren was a 
college man and B ripe scholar, as were 
also John Tyler and James K. Polk. 
But William Henry 
Harrison 
and 


/. tchary Taylor enjoyed no educational 
advantages to sptsk of and won what 
fame they echieved in military lift. 
Harrison died within a month after his 
inauguration and Taylor only served a 
year in the office, so that it is impossi- 
ble to estimate them us civil officials. 
Tyler was a lawyer of ability and Polk 
attained some distinction in congress, 
though he was not ranked as among 
the great men o? his day and genera 
lion. Millard Fillmore was a skillful 
politician and a man of atlairs, and 
Franklin Pierce enjoyed a local cule- 
brity as a lawyer. But it miy be said 
juctly that, during the period from the 
close of Jackaon'a term to the begin- 
ning of Buchanan's, the standard of 
mt-utalily had in a measure degener- 
ated. 


•James Buchanan, the fifteenth presi- 


dent, was probably the most accom- 
plished 
with 
respect to scholarly 


attainments and varied experience ia 
public ttilrtirs after John Quincy Adamp. 
lie had graduated from Dickinson col- 
lege, served in both houses of congress 
with dibtinctiou, as minister to the 
court of St. James, and as secretary ot 
state. He fell upon unfortunate times 
as president, however, and retired from 
office under circumstances which con- 
spired to impair his reputation for 
courage and patriotism. But, after all, 
the verdict of history will be luss con- 
demnatory than was the judgment of 
liis own generation. 
He was succeeded 


by probably tho greatest president of 
them all, Abraham Lincoln, who was 
an educated man without the advantage 
of Behoof, a statesman without tho 
training of experience.ar.i; a philosopher 
evfu before he had reached the age o' 
philosophers. 
Bat he wss a man of 


vast native talent and his patriotism 
and humanity were EO marked that he

out the advantage of college training, 
and with comparatively little experi- 
ence in public life previous to his first 
inauguration, he nevertheless has by 
common consent been assigned to a 
place amoug the most distinguished of 
the presidents.

the twenty-third president, will occupy 
an honorable place in history.

learned scholar and polished statesman

Xo 
one -who has not 
been there has any 
idea what a strange 
country It is. When 
one reaches Teher- 
an .he goes cen- 
turies back intothe 


barbarism of the tast, despite the fact 
that the capital of the Shah 
is the 


most progressive 
city of the king- 


dom. 
The venit-r of Europe 
is at- 


tempted, but it is very thin. 
What 


most 
interested 
me 
during 
my 


travels in Persia was to get into con- 
versation with Persians of intelligence 
and lead them to give me their ideas 
about the outside world and tell ine 
stories of their own country, which 
they firmly belie\ e to be not only tho 
best, but the most powerful 
iu 
the 


world. This, of course, was possible 
through my interpreter. 
I remember 


one highly interesting piece of informa- 
tion, which, though it rather stagger- 
ed me at first, was told me in good 
faith, and I have since heard it con- 
firmed. 
Teheran is surrounded by a 


high wall and a moat, and the Persians 
say this wall early suggested itself as 
a most convenient place for disposing 
of superfluous and inconvenient per- 
sons. The ditch is usually dry, and a 
fall from tlio top to the ground is al- 
most sure to prove- f<ual. Probably the 
Shahs of Persia have had no trials in 
all their history -which can compare !n 
seriousness to the difliculties which a 
harem full of jealous and unruly wives 
will create. Even the most merciful 
king has at times been forced to resort 
to severe measures, and the city wail 
at such junctures has been the regular 
moans of disposing of the ladies who 
caused the trouble. Several bodies o£ 
beautiful women once were- found in 
the ditch by peasants wandering about 
the outside wall, and the- peasants did 
not have much difficulty in guessing 
how they came to be there. The aver- 
age Persian peasant is a shrewd and 
sophisticated person, with an eye con- 
tinually out for the main cjiance. In- 
asmuch as in Persia as"in all Moslem 
countries a bcsiutiful woman tins a de- 
finite commercial valiie, thc.se men la- 
mented that the king should have al- 
lowed so ntuch high-priced property 
to be sacrificed.

EN. A. J. Warner

Massachusetts. He 
lived on a farm in 
Erie County until 


eliven years old, when his father 
moved his family to Walworth County, 
Wisconsin. Four years later his father 
died leaving him the oldest of the fam- 
ily at home to take charge of a prairie 
farm. 
He continued to work ou the 


farm until eighteen years of age, at- 
tending district school in winter when 
not required to do work at home. After 
fourteen years of age, however, much 
of his time in winter was spent in haul- 
ing wheat to the lake ports. At the age 
of eighteen he determined to acquire an 
education and entered the preparatory 
department at Beloit College. 
From 


there he went to New York Central 
College, and by working vacations and 
teaching part of the time, succeeded 
without other help in going through 
college. In 1856 he. married Susan E. 
Butts of Wayne County, New York, and 
went to Pennsylvania, where he be- 
came principal of the Lewistown Acad- 
emy, and afterwards superintendent of 
the public schools of Mifllin County, 
which office he resigned to take charge 
of the Union schools at Mercer in west- 
ern Pennsylvania. He entered the army 
in April, 1SS1, as Captain of a com- 
pany composed largely of students, 
which became a part of the Tenth 
Pennsylvania Regiment. He was pro- 
moted successively to Lieutenant Col- 
onel, Colonel, and brevelted Brigadier 
General; served in the Army of tho 
Potomac until after the battle of 
Gettysburg, participating in various 
battles and was severely wounded at 
Antietam. At the close of this battle 
he was recommended for promotion to 
Brigadier General, but his recovery 
being doubtful his promotion was with- 
held. After a severe operation, noted 
in the Surgical History of the War, he 
sufficiently recovered to join his com- 
mand, then near Washington, and al- 
though unable to walk except with the 
aid of crutches, he went through the 
Gettysburg campaign with his regi- 
ment, fighting over Little Round Top 
and first occupying the ground between 
Round Top and Little Round Top. 
After his command had crossed the Po- 
tomac he returned to the hospital for 
further treatment of his wounds and 
not being able again to take the field 
was commissioned by President Lin- 
coln, Colonel in the Veteran Reserve 
Corps and had command at Indianapo- 
lis during the troubles there. He re- 
signed this commission in 1866. While 
teaching he studied law and was ad- 
mitted to the bar at Indianapolis in 
1865, but instead of taking up the prac- 
tice he located at Marietta, Ohio, and 
engaged in business; at first in the pro- 
duction of oil, in which his knowledge 
of geology was of great value to him, 
subsequently he engaged in the con- 
struction of railroads and in the pro 
duction of coal and iron.

While Oxford is rejecting the demand 


of women for admission to degrees, and 
Cambridge hesitating to grant it, the 
house of commons continues to make 
progress in the direction of recognizing 
the political equality of men and wo- 


men, 
says 
the New York Recorder 


The remarkable success of the bill en- 
abling women to act as poor-law guard- 
ians in Ireland has already been re- 
corded. 
Another Irish bill gave the 


io;ise of commons the other day an 
opportunity of again expressing its 
opinion that women arc entitled to the 
dullest share in municipal government, 
The bill was a private bill, promoted 
)>• the corporation of Londonderry, for 
the enlargement of the borough bound 
tries and various other local improve' 
merits. It was opposed by the nation 
alists on the ground that the catholics 
of the borough were, by reason of the 
high franchise, excluded from their fair 
share of representation ou the town 
ouncil. After some hesitation the pro- 
moters of the bill offered, as a com- 
>romise, to accept for municipal pur- 
loses, the ordinary parliamentary fran- 
•hise. While accepting this offer, Mr. 
Tim Healy pointed, out that the parlia- 
mentary franchise did not include wo- 
men rate-payers, and it would be a 


'ity 
if the present opportunity of ex- 


ending the municipal franchise to the 
romen of Londonderry were lost. Mr. 
ohnston of Ballykilbeg, an ardent 
irotestant, agreed with Mr. Healy, ar- 
uing that women had secured the vote 
n Belfast and that there was no pos- 
ible reason against their having it in 
xmdonderry. 
No one dissenting, a 


ormal resolution was passed, express- 
ing the opinion of the house that the 
bill should be so framed as to enable 
qualified women to have the municipal 
rote.

QuatldeU ffonion Are to Unto the Muni*!- 


While Oxford is rejecting the demand 


ol women for admission to degrees, and 
Cambridge heoitatiut; to grant it, (he 
house of commnns continues to make 
progress In tho direction of rtcoEnizing 
the political equality of men and wo- 
men, say* 
the New York Recorder. 


The rem,ifn;tl)lc success of the bill en- 
abling women to act as poor-law guard- 
ians in Ireland has already been 
conioil. 
Another Iri.sh bill cave the 


hoiise of commons the other day 
opportunity of again caressing Us 
opinion tint women :ire entitled tt> thi 
fullest share in municipal government. 
The bill was a private bill, promoted 
by the cnruoi.uioa of Londonderry, 
the enlarcpir^nt oE the borough bound- 
aries ttnd various uthf-r local impn 
ntfKts. It was opposed by the nation- 
alists on the ground that thu catholt' 
of the borough were, by reason of the 
high franchise, excluded from their fair 
shnro of representation on the town 
council.
